TIIKRE IS NO simple expla­ 

nation of how traffic accidents 
an be avoided, but by follow- 
ng a few simple rules the ma- 
ority of traffic accidents can 

and would be avoided. Most 
accidents arc the result of hu­ 
man error rather than mcchan- 
cal failure, thus by working to­ 
wards eliminating the human 
error we can eliminate the ma- 
mority of accidents.

Below are listed   few sim­ 
ple rules if applied to our 
everyday driving in areas 
where children arc playing will 
help eliminate human error 
and reduce the chances of your 
becoming involved in in acci­ 
dent with a child.

1. Be particularly alert when 
driving in residential areas, city 
parks, and school areas.

2. Watch for danger signs 
such as a ball bouncing into 
Ihc street which is generally 
followed by a child, children 
playing, bicycle riders, or 
parked vehicles.
